IlKCURRING SYMITOMR 
The resignation of Charles E. Wilson from 
the vice chairmanship ot WPB, and the stnte- 
mcnl that accompanied It. reveal symptoms 
of a distressing malady that has been crop- 
ping up periodically In Washington since the 
war started. Some people call It "Potomac 
tcv er." 

The mala3y~ls"nikely"to'affllct-the-most 
earnest and patriotic government executives. 
It Is marked by what might be called a bigot- 
ed viewpoint of political theology— a feeling 
that salvation lies In one's own political or 
economic gospel, and In that gospel alone. 
It afflicts the patient with myopia, causing 
him to lose sight of dlttant objectives, such 
as the war that Is being fought and the peo- 
ple affected by the patient's Judgment. It 
makes the patient forget results and become 
— cnprosscdin-thErmcans-toward the result. 

Very likely the malady Jias stricken tho 
principals In the most recent case, as well as 
the subordinate V/PB officials whom Mr. 
Wilson jnentloned without Identifying. It 
docs not. however, reflect upon the sincerity 
or good Intentions of any of them. 

This malady Is seldom harmful to the pa- 
tient, but It can be quite uncomfortable (or 
the victims of the symptoms. And there have 
been known cures for this bureaucratic fev- 
er. Sometimes It Is necessary to get the pa- 
tient out of tho Washington climate. But on 
other occasions It has been found that some 
atralght talk orjoughjijindllnB_by_a.hlghcr=. 
lip.wm brlng'the patient out of It. 

perhaps that cure ought to be tried more 
' from now on, rather than trusting that the 
disease will cure Itself.
